EDITORIAL 


OVEMBER brings with it a special holiday, char- 
acteristic of the American people, and Thanksgiving, 
with its attendant celebrations, is always considered 

a part of our national life. A day set aside to return thanks 
to the Supreme Being for blessings granted us as a State 
and nation, is an exercise which should develop in even the 
most thoughtless some slight appreciation, for a day at least, 
towards our Creator for the blessings of life. But there 1s 
a human side to this subject which might engage our atten- 
tion also, and it may be expressed in the simpler and milder 
word appreciation. .\re Americans, as individuals, habit- 
ually an appreciative people toward one another ? Do 
we express that appreciation so as to make life and its work 
a joy to our neighbor? In our homes, in our clubs, in our 
commiunities, do we show our appreciation of the efforts 
of others for our personal comfort or well being, or for 
higher and better living in our community or our nation ? 
And we women, in our clubs and associations, do we appre- 
ciate the efforts of our officers and committees, the personal 
sacrifices of time, strength and substance made to further 
the causes in which we are al/ supposed to be interested, and 
do we act out this appreciation. And again, do we, as 
officers, show our appreciation of the faithful, loyal services 
of the rank and file who make-it possible for us to carry 
out the large plans which absorb our interest? Look over 
your home, your social and your club life, and see 1f you 
have ever failed in showing appreciation where it might 
have given pleasure, and say honestly, too, if sometimes your 
own heart has not ached for a word of approval for con- 
sclentious work well done. 

The ery is made that American hospitality is not what it 
used to be. Might this not be attributable to this lack of 
appreciation that seems to be growing up in our midst? 
Do we, as guests, alwavs show proper appreciation for the 
courtesies and efforts put forth by our hostesses? An appre- 
ciative guest makes a willing and happy hostess. As a 
nation, we are often looking out for such big things to do 
that we overlook the small courtesies of life expressed in 
kindly words and acts of appreciation. Men and women of 
the old regime are often regarsled with a certain admiration 
by present-day, progressive, young America, and when we 
look carefully into their charm we find that the “grace of 
appreciation” comes in for a large share in making up their 
lives of refinement, culture and courtesy. 

The hurry of the life of to-day is the excuse of many for 
this flaw in our national character. Is there really a need 
for so much hurry, is not life made up of individual days, 
and do these same days ever come back again, should we not 
want to live as many perfect davs as possible, and how can 
they be perfected “in a hurry?” Breathless and exhausted 
men and women seldom have time for the niceties of life. 
We know that there is the old satire on the hysterical 
woman who is “not appreciated; possibly there are some 
who are hyper-sensitive about their value in the world, but

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thoughtful and earnest people standing aside from the rush 
are beginning to see this shadow of “lack of appreciation” 
in our home, our social and our association life. 

In November we have Thanksgiving for one day; may 
we not cultivate the power of appreciation throughout 
the year? It is not hard to give thanks when one really 
appreciates, and if appreciation is practiced in every-day life 
it will not be hard to remember it, or difficult to abet it, 
when the great moment arrives. 

Three hundred and sixty-four days of appreciation of the 
small courtesies of life will make a year completed by a 
Thanksgiving Day acceptable in beauty and service. 


HE UNITED DAUGHTERS of the Confederacy 
will hold their fifteenth annual convention in Atlanta, 
Georgia, November trith-14th. This meeting is 

always interesting to Southern people because it represents 
the typigal women of the South in their ideals of womanly 
strength and devotion in patriotism. The policies of the 
association have been directed with wise conservatism, deal- 
ing with specific objects; and concentrating its energy and 
thought on such, it has, in the short space of fourteen vears, 
made a place for itself among women’s organizations that 
is second to none in dignity, perfected organization, influence, 
and practical material results. Representivsy forty-four 
thousand Southern women of Confederate lineage, divided 
into nine hundred and seventy chapters, scattered throughout 
thirty States and Territories, and even a chapter in the city 
of Old Mexico, by the enthusiasm of numbers and the power 
which results through organization, ‘this association has 
become one of the greatest influences in Southern life to-day.

The clubwomen of Florida are most deeply 
interested in civic improvement, education and conditions 
affecting women and children in their homes, and under the 
wise and capable leadership of Mrs. Raynor have accom- 
plished much along these lines. THE KeEysToNne, as the 
official organ of the clubwomen of Florida, has taken pride 
in reporting each month the splendid activities of these noble 
women. 

HE BRILLIANT forest trees must attract our atten- 
tion these autumnal days. In our summer rambles, 
too, how many times were we not called upon to 

admire historic trees made memorable by shading historic 
characters or great events, even if we did not have the 
broader outlook of great forests and mountain sides. Then, 
again, in some Southern communities, recently, how those 
devastating floods must have made some of us long for great 
trees and more trees to help to stem the raging torrents. 

Arbor day brings this thought forcibly to mind, and 
many Southern States have set aside some day in November 
for their official arbor day.

Just a word in regard to the Biennial. It is the first 
biennial your President has attended; but she feels that she 
speaks the truth when she says that it must have been the 
best Biennial that ever was. One cannot imagine a more 
interesting, instructive, inspiring meeting than this one was. 
[t means more than words can tell to a president of a federa- 
tion or club to be put in touch with such intelligent, earnest, 
capable women as were gathered together at the Biennial 
in Boston. 

Your President knows very little of the social side of the 
Biennial, for she was too profoundly impressed with a deep 
sense of her opportunities, and of the value of great exam- 
ples, to be willing to stay away from a single meeting or 
conference.

The South in Iistory and Literature, a ie of Southern au- 
thors, from the settlement of Jamestown to living writers, by Mildred 
Lewis Rutherford, author of English Authors, American Authors and 
French Authors, is a valuable book arranged along encyclopedic lines, 
covering this subject in 866 nages. In her preface Miss Rutherford 
states that her endeavor is “to aid those who wish to know the truth 
concerning the South.” and also “to give others the benefit of records 
that the author has found available.’ The scope of the work 1s tre- 
mendous when it is noted that Miss Rutherford has listed over four 
thousand writers, many of them hitherto unrecognized as Southern, 
with mention of their works and sometimes extracts from their writ- 
ings. The index adds much to the usefulness of the book as a ready 
reference. The introduction is divided into four parts, each a complete 
essay in itself, as follows: I. History and Literature before the seventies ; 
II. Literature from the seventies to the present time; IIIT. The funda- 
mental causes which led to the difference between the literature of the 
North and the South: ITV. The causes that led to the War between the 
States. The author has collected and arranged in accessible form an 
immense store of data regarding Southern men and women in the 
world of letters, in journalism and theology. Miss Rutherford as an 
instructor in the Lucy Cobb Institute, and as a prominent U. D. C. 
is known throughout the South, and this latest book of hers shows her 
devotion to the South, its history and literature in a marked degree. 
Public libraries, schools and homes in the South will find this latest 
book of Miss Rutherford a valuable one for reference. o

Plans for the current year include the offering 
of prizes for excellence in art among the school children, 
and for the best essay on a subject relative. to North Caro- 
lina history, aside from public lectures and regular depart- 
mental work. 

THE WoMAN’s LITERARY CLUB of Oxford, which joined 
the Federation during the past year, has been organized 
since 1901. Since then the subject for study has been the 
history and literature of various countries. The coming 
year will be devoted to the study of Browning, Walter Scott, 
and George Eliot. A complete program for the year’s 
meetings has been published.

THE SHAKESPEARE CLUB, of Oxford, continued its study 
during the past summer. The programs include Browning's 
“Blot on the Scutcheon,” and ‘“Colombe’s Birthday,” and a 
part of George Elhiot’s “The Spanish Gipsy.” 

THE WoMAN’s Cius, of New Bern, has published its first 
year book. It is mechanically welt made, and its contents 
show careful study of the club’s needs in its five depart- 
ments. The club is to be congratulated on this publication.

It 
will have a proficient architect to talk on “Sanitation,” a 
physician will tell how to handle ‘Accidents and Emergen- 
cies,” a trained nurse will give “Hints on Bandaging and 
Nursing,” and the last program will offer a practical dem- 
onstration of the vacuum cleaner on ‘‘House-Cleaning Day.” 

The Music Department has planned a year’s work on 
“American Music and American Composers.” The Choral 
Club, which is under the control of this department is to 
furnish two programs at the Fall Musical Festival in Octo- 
ber. 

The Deparment of Civics shows a growth in strength 
and popularity in arranging a monthly program for the year 
instead of quarterly, as heretofore. 

THE ELEcTICE CLUB of Statesville will take for its study 
the Bay View Course on France and Russia. Newly organ- 
ized for the season under an able corps of officers, the 
Electice hopes to do excellent work.

Hk Industrial Education Committee of the Vir- 
ginia lederation has seen some of the good results 
of its labors in behalf of the rural school children. In 
the spring prizes were offered to such children in several 
counties. In Augusta county the prizes were secured from 
the Ilks, the County school board and private citizens, 
through the efforts of the Beverley Manor Improvement 
League; in Bedford, Campbell and Amherst counties the 
prizes were offered by merchants through the Bedford 
Library Association, the Van Dyke League and the Lynch- 
burg Woman's Club respectively. In Augusta the contest 
was for the best cabbages, tomatoes, potatoes, bread, butter 
and aprons; while in Bedford, Amherst and Campbell the 
prizes were for the best corn, potatoes, black-eyed peas, 
bread, butter, aprons, and for the best speller in a public 
spelling match, and for the best history of the native county. 
The idea of the Industrial committee is to induce the 
children to take a pride and interest in their homes and to 
demonstrate the necessity of having agriculture and domes- 
tic science taught in the schools in rural districts. 

THE BEVERLY \IANOR IMPROVEMENT LEAGUE held. the 
first of the fairs for exhibition of the children’s work on 
September 28th, at Staunton, in the Virginia Hotel exhibit 
room, which had been tastefully decorated for the occasion. 
The judges were busy all morning and found it difficult to 
make decisions where there was so much excellence. At 
three o'clock the public was invited to see the awarding of 
the prizes and to examine the exhibits. .\ pleasing pro- 
gram of music was rendered by the orchestra from the 
Virginia School for the Dumb and Blind. Mr. J. W. Todd, 
after speaking in glowing terms of the idea that the league 
had carried out, introduced Hon. J. W. Churchman, who 
made a brief address and presented the prizes. Mr. E. O. 
Peale, superintendent of the county schools, also spoke of 
his interest in this work. 

The children sent most of the bread, butter and vegetables 
to the King’s Daughters’ hospital. 

There were about a hundred and fifty exhibits trom 
Augusta children. he prize offered to the teacher who 
should have the largest number of exhibits from her room 
was won by Mrs. Tyler, of Beverley Manor School. 

Ox OcroBer &, the pupils of Campbell County exhibited 
their products at Kushburg, at an institute of the county 
teachers. Quite a large party of Lynchburgers attended 
this fair. Mrs. Kyle, president of the Virginia lederation, 
and Mrs. Mary Beck, chairman of the Industrial Education 
and the Home, Miss .\nna Jones, president of the Van Dyke 
League, and Miss Luev Davis, Virginia secretary G. FF. 
\W. C.. being among the number. 

The historic old court house was packed with people to 
hearlthe spelling match, conducted by Dr. J. M. MeBryde, 
of Sweet Briar Institute, and was overflowing in the after- 
noon when Dr. MeBrvde spoke on the Enrichment of Rural 
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Life, and when the prizes were awarded and the products 
exhibited. The exhibits were most creditable. The prizes 
were awarded in behalf of the Van Dyke League and 
Lynchburg merchants, by Mr. F. S. Thomas, State 
Examiner. 

Much enthusiasm was shown by the county and school 
people over this enterprise. They put their<interest in sub- 
stantial form by pledging to raise an equal amount from the 
county to that offered in prizes through the League next 
time. The county superintendent thinks he can pledge 
four hundred exhibits for the next fair. 

THE WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON Club, Danville, has 
moved into its new rooms, this being the first time the club 
has had a home. A piano is a charming addition to its 
attractive appointments. 

THE Civic BETTERMENT, Of Roanoke, has awarded prizes 
for the best kept back-yards in each of the four districts of 
the city. 

THE Beprorp Liprary AssociATION has just sent a big 
box of books and magazines to a mountain mission in Frank- 
lin county. 

Mr. T. GILBert PEARSONS, Secretary of the National 
Audubon Association, lectured most forcibly and delight- 
fully upon Our Southern Birds before a large audience in 
Lynchburg, on October 12th. He was secured through the 
Chairman of the Federation Audubon Committee and was 
the guest of all the Civic organizations in the city. Many of 
the beautifully colored stereoptican slides were made from 
photographs which Mr. Pearson had taken himself.

Most careful consideration was given all the problems of 
Council and Biennial meetings, Committee Chairmen, and 
members and plans of work, and to the general management 
of the Bureau of Information. 

The local clubs of Colorado Springs gave a charming 
luncheon, also a drive through the suburbs and the Garden 
of the Gods, which gave to the social invitation the inspira- 
tion of fresh air and recreation so necessary to confined 
workers. 

The spirit of the meeting was most cordial and helpful, 
and, as presiding officer, I wish to thank the States for hav- 
ing placed in charge of the work of the Federation their very 
efficient representatives. 


As it was impossible to remain in Colorado for the State 
Federation meeting, | allowed myself the pleasure of ac- 


cepting an invitation from the City Federation of Pueblo 
for their first meeting. 


It was also a pleasure and an honor to be entertained by 
the Woman’s Club of Denver the following week. This, the 
first large reception, was given in honor of the present Presi- 


dent, in the home and by the co-workers of our past Presi- 
dent. 


The month of October is interesting from the many 
State meetings,—twenty in number,—sending the message 
of work and good will to fully half of our membership. 1 
noti€e in every program reports from the Ninth Biennial, a 
connection of local and State committees with the large 
work of the General Federation. ‘There seems to be a gen- 
eral recognition of the fact that the work of the general or- 
ganization can only be accomplished through the effort of 
States and clubs and individuals. Each one is a part, mak- 
ing the great whole of 800,000 women. 


Can any one hesitate for a moment to work with this 
great force! Can any better argument be used than to urge 
every woman in this republic to stand for united work in 
civics, education, industrial and home conditions! 

After the remarkable sessions at Washington, D. C., of 
the International Congress on Tuberculosis, one of which 
was ably conducted by Mrs. Rufus P. Williams, Chairman 
of the General Federation Health Department, we were 
asked by the Chairman of Arrangements, Dr. Flick, to hold 
a General Iederation Day, the first of the post-session series. 

Over this session, held October 5th, the President of the 
General Iederation presided, stating the character of the 
organization, its lines of work, and its special interest in the 
subject before the session. 


The speakers as presented were Mrs. Williams, who 
gave a resume of what had been done the past two years in 
the Federation and the plans for the future; Dr. F. M. Pot- 
tenger, director of the Sanatorium at Monrovia, Cal., who 
considered the best means of prevention; Dr. John \W. Foss, 
of Phoenix, Ariz., who spoke regarding the mortality from 
tuberculosis among the Indians, and Dr. William C. Wood- 
ward, health officer of the District of Columbia, who em- 
phasized hygienic conditions. The speakers were enthusias- 
tically received. ‘The audience comprised club women from 
twenty-two States, who are there leading the movement, 
many national and foreign guests, and the club women of 
the District, many of the Federation's pioneer workers being 
seated on the platform . 

The part which women are takiNg in the great crusade 
was frequently referred to by speakers from the floor and 
the rostrum, saying they considered Mrs. William’s review 
of the work of as much importance as that of the physicians. 

Following the meeting, a large number of club women 
were conducted through the building, by the courtesy of Mr. 
E. G. Routzahn, to view the exhibits and to have them dem- 
onstrated by this friend of the Federation.

end, to say nothing of points of interest in the Convention. 

The meeting was called to order by the President, Mrs. 

C. B. Tate, at ten o'clock, October 14th, in the court house 

of Prince William County. After prayer, the chapter, the 

camps and the city—through their representative officers— 
gave cordial welcome to the delegates. Mrs. Ttate, respond- 


ing in beautiful terms, then lead in the Ritual of the U. D. 


Mrs. Alexander, the chairman of the Memorial Com- 
mittee, took charge of the meeting, and an hour was speut 
in paying our tribute of honor and respect to our departed 
friends who have answered the last great roll call. 

The Credential Committee reported a voting strength of 
the Division of 235, of which an even 200 votes were at 
the Convention, represented by 88 delegates. This means 96 
active chapters out of the 111 on our roster, not all, however, 
were In any way represented in convention. 

The officers’ reports showed this to be a banner vear in 
our Division—six new chapters, over 500 new members, 
making inall 5542. ‘The vice-president had 
work, although that was a new departure. 
Chapter reports were heard with frequent applause. 

The various committees then reported, among which 
especially mentioned was that of Mrs. Garnet, of the His- 
torical Committee, of Mrs. \Williams,. on Cemeteries 
and Monuments, and of Miss [tarly, on Historical Eve- 
ning. The last took the form of an evening’s pleasant 
entertainment of story, song and reminiscence. Of the 
special committees, three on monuments were intensely inter- 
esting, viz: to Maury, to the Shiloh dead, and the one im 
Arlington. Possibly while reporting less work, the one and 
the Maury Monument created more enthusiasm, when 
some speeches were made to enthuse the delegates with this 
grand and deplorably long delaved work. A rather close 
account has been given monthly in Tit Keystone of the 
Arlington work in Virginia. 

The Committee on Revision of Constitution handed in a 
paper which showed hard work, and after great discussion 
and change was accepted.

To TWELITH Annual Convention of the N. C. 


Division, LU. D. C., was called to order in Goldsboro, 
N. C., under the most inspiring circumstances! It 
carried the hearts of the older women back to the glorious 
days of the Old South, when the cause we love was loved 
by all—so lavishly was hospitality extended to the visiting 
Daughters, and so strongly was interest manifested by all 
the people of the city. Most cordial words of welcome from 
the city were uttered by Mr. Geo. I. Royall, while Col. 
Adam Davis voiced the patriotic sentiment and love of the 
Thomas Ruffin Chapter, the hostess of the Division. But 
if remained for our own president, Mrs. I. \W. Faison, to 
carry the audience from its feet, in her graceful response, 
as she spoke of the glorious records of North Carolina, as 
a Confederate State and our heritage as Daugliters of the 
Confederacy, and the proud place of pre-eminence that 
North Carolina holds in the story of the American con- 
tinent. After the music and devotional exercises the gavel 
was turned over to the Division president, Mrs. Faison, 
by Miss Sue Collier, president of the Thomas Ruffin Chap- 
ter, 
A roll-call of offcers showed all the honorary ones absent 
and the active ones present, except Miss Rebecca Cameron, 
Historian (who was detained by illness) ; the first and third 
vice-presidents, Mrs. R. F. Dalton: Mrs. G. P. Ttrvin, and 
the Treasurer, Miss .\lice Nelson. Ffty of the eighty-six 
chapters were represented, either by delegates or proxy. 
The Cape Fear Chapter, Wilmington, retained its place as 
first in membership and representation, with Stonewall 
Jackson Chapter, Charlotte, second, and New Bern a close 
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third and second in representation. The Bethel Heroes 
Chapter, Rocky Mount, and Wm. Dorsey Pender, Tarboro, 
deserve honorable mention for their enthusiasm and good 
financial reports. As a whole, reports show the Division to 
be flourishing and growing. 

The President’s report was comprehensive, well written, 
and well received. Mrs. R. H. brooks, the faithful and 
efficient matron of the Soldiers’ Home for the past twelve 
years, reported twenty-five of the old soldiers at the home 
as having died since last convention, and, as usual, the 
Daughters heard with interest the details of finance, needs of 
the home and donations made. ae 

The report of the Memorial .\rch committee brought 
forth a spirited discussion, as there seemed to be diversity 
of opinion which of several plans to adopt. A motion to 
lo away with the arch and to devote the money accumu- 
lated to building a home or annex to the Soldiers’ Home, 
for the wives of the veterans, if the donors of the funds 
were willing, prevailed. At another time the subject was 
reopened and discussed, finally tabled till next convention, 
and the president instructed to appoint a committee to 
investigate possible plans, with cost of same, and recom- 
mendations of capable architects; the report to be read at 
the next annual convention. | 

The pink granite pedestrian gateway, given last year by 
the Balfour Company, of Salisbury, was given over to the 
custody of the Johnston Pettigrew Chapter, Raleigh, who 
accepted the responsibility and expense of putting it up in 
the Confederate Cemetery. 

Mrs. Robert Byburn, chairman, of the Randolph Shot- 
well portrait, made a plea to the convention, telling how 
this portrait of the great soldier and Ku Klux leader is 
to be placed beneath the Ku Klux Klan banner (the only 
one) in the N. C. room in Richmond. Responses were rapid 
and liberal. 

Mrs. J. G. Broadnax, Sr., Chairman of the educational 
work, reported two paid in scholarships at the State Nor- 
mal College, held by a young lady from Newton, in the 
west, and one from Tarboro, in the east, with a small fund 
on hand either for next year or for a third scholarship. 

Many chapters reported having given generously to the 
Mrs. Stonewall Jackson Scholarship Fund, by which the 
Alumnae of Salem Academy honor their noted member. 

Mrs. Cotten presented to the Convention a plan by which 
the Division could have a cottage, to be known by a name of 
our choosing, at the Stonewall Jackson Training School, in 
which we could dictate the portraits and memorials at the 
cost of one thousand ($1.000) dollars annually for five 
‘years. The work was endorsed, but action was left to 
individuals and chapters. 

Mrs. Hunter G. Smith, as leader of the movement for 
the provision of a home for the wives of veterans, asked 
for contributions to be paid in by January 1. The Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Faison, had appointed, a year ago, a committee 
to petition the Legislature when it next meets to provide 
for the wives of veterans. In five minutes $252.00 had been 


a 
raised with many more pledges in which the sum was not 


stated. 
The most soul-stirring occasion of the convention was 
the presentation of the following portraits to the Division, 


to be placed in the N. C. Room at Richmond. That of 
Maj. Gen. Robt. Ransom, by Capt. Slocomb,-a member of 
his command; that of Capt. John Phifer Young, by Mrs. 
J. P. Allison; and that of Col. Sam. McDowell Tate. The 
tributes paid these men were an inspiration and a deserved 
tribute to valor and honor. The picture of Gen. Ransom 
was a gift from the chapters, the work done by a devoted 
“Daughter,” Mrs. Marshall Williams, and unveiled by Mrs. 
J. P. Yount, of the chapter which bears his name. That 
of Col. Tate, by the same artist, a present from his family, 
given by request, and unveiled by his daughter, Miss Sue 
Virgina Tate. That of Capt. Young, the seventeen-year 
old boy who so gallantly died for his country, was given by 
his name-sake, the children’s chapter of Concord, painted 
by another daughter, Miss Matt Dowd, of Charlotte, and 
unveiled by his sister, Mrs. A. L. Smith. Thev were accep- 
ted on the part of the Division by Mrs. R. E. Little, of 
Wadesboro, in a few well chosen, heartfelt words.

ity would seem to be the first great wrong that a woman 
may inflict upon her child. One's mental condition at this 
time should be exalted, calmly self-controlled, and_ filled 
with secret joy. Not dreading, not fretful, not out of tune 
with the whole grand harmony, in which woman outranks 
all other creatures on earth. Men may reform, upbuild, 
and try to help all they can what has already come into the 
world, but women have it in their power to bring pure, 
high-minded beings into the world, who will be a help, and 
not a hindrance, and who will not need reforms or up- 
building, for from their mothers they will have gained 
that most precious heritage, rig/t-mindedness, temperance in 
all things. Through the first year all mothers dream sweet 
dreams of the good which is to come from the dear baby 
nestled against their breasts; all things seem possible to 
them through their child. ~ All that they have not been the 
child will be, all that they could not do the child will do, 
and that first vear’s dreams are reward enough for all 
the pains that have been borne. After this a woman’s 
work grows constantly more exacting, for a child should 
be firmly grounded in the simplest forms of obedience and 
should be guided with a firm, patient hand during the first 
five years, To-day severe, to-morrow over-kind, a general 
unevenness about the entire management of a child, gives 
it an advantage it is quick to take—-and more than likely to 
keep. Unless a child has learned ohedience before five years 
have passed give it up—and trust to luck that it will come 
out all right—one will need to trust to luck, the flood gates 
will be forced open, and what was once in our control will 
now be sweeping past us. Over-indulgence of any kind in 
the first five vears will bear fruit in the next five, and all 
habits, good or bad, by some authorities are said to be 
formed before the tenth year. Mothers have need of faith, 
and, like Solomon, should pray for an “understanding heart,” 
avoiding excess in all things. striving for all that \best. 
living one day at a time, and trusting that the future will 
prove how well the foundation was laid in the first few 
vears when the child turned to its mother for everything.

Literature of the South, by - Caroline Mays Brevard, the author of a 
school history of Florida, is a concise arrangement of this important 
subject, which would prove invaluable to women’s clubs in studying and 

making up a program on Southern literature. Besides a gen¢éral re- 
view of the early history of the subject, as an opening chapter, in a 
specific and sympathetic way, Miss Brevard gives separate chapters to 
such well-known Southern authors as Audubon, Poe, Hugh Swinton 
Legare. Gilmore Simms, Timrod, Paul Hayne and Lanier, a short 
chronology for each author being a helpful item to the student. Men- 
tion 1s made in an informal way of manv minor literary people of the 
South in its antebellum litéFarv days. while a chapter on “Literature of 
the South since 1860” brings the subject down to the present literateurs 
of the South, such as Dr. Kent, Richard Malcolm Johnston, Bill Arp, 
Alphonso Smith, Thomas Nelson Page. Miss Murfree, Marv Johnston. 
Ellen Glasgow, John Fox, Woodrow Wilson, and others. Miss Brevard 
is one of the younger women of the South, being a daughter of General 
T. W. Brevard, C. S. A.. and a eranddaughter of’ Gov. Call, of Florida, 
and has devoted much time to historv and literature, publishing from 
time to time, and as historian of the Florida U. D. C. and the Colonial 
Dames of Florida, is giving women in their organization the benefit 
of an ability of marked excellence along historical lines.

“Irkansaw Cousins,” a story of the Ozarks, by J. B. Fllis, shows vil- 
lage life in a small. American town of older’ growth where a few old 
established families permeate through all the social strata. The light 
love story, the every-day doings and simple amusements of the little 
village present an amusing comedy. The scene is laid out in Arkansas, 
as the title might suggest, and the originality of the characters and 
humor of the story make entertaining ‘reading.

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“The Call of the South,” by Robert Lee Durham, is an unusual story 
dealing with one phase of the Rooseveltian policy in the race problem, 
possible in future generations. Mr. Durham is of Southern ancestry. 
both of his grandfathers were members of the North Carolina Secession 
Convention and with their five sons followed Lee’s flag. In 1898 Mr. 
Durham and five of his immediate family answered the call to arms 
and he served as a captain in the 2nd North Carolina Regiment throug- 
out the Spanish-American War. Mr. Durham is a graduate of Trinity 
College and one of its trustees and has served his State for several 
terms as a member of the Executive Committee of the Democratic 
party. These facts should be borne in mind when reading this thrilling, 
passionate story. Many of the characters are Southern neople and the 
hero, Evans Rutledge, is a candidate for U. S. Senator from South 
Carolina. Modern political policies are put into practice, and the scene 
of action varies between Washington and South Carolina. While parts 
of the book must be unpleasant to the sensitive, the author writes with 
a purpose. From his experience with \merican life he sees a possible 
danger to both ‘races and he makes a strong plea for the preservation 
of each race. He tells in forcible language the horrors of one error 
and shows the destruction which follows this fatal act. The book is 
meant more for the student of sociology than for the general reader, 
and may arouse in the minds of some a real understanding of the 
South's attitude towards this question.

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“Lewis Rand,” by Mary Johnston, will be warmly welcomed by a 
wide circle of admiring friends, as its appearance is regarded as a 
literary event. The story is marked by deep thought, and a maturity 
of analysis which make it require close reading. “Jacqueline” is another 
example of Miss Johnston's favorite type, the Stooping Lady, with an 
added dignity and a power of her own. “Lewis Rand,” a lad of humble 
birth and turbulent blood, with a twisted ethical sense, succeeds in 
winning the love of “Jacqueline,” who at once becomes an outcast from 
her family, and it is through this love that his nature is changed and 
the climax of the story reached. The scene is laid during the time of 
Jefferson, and the plots and schemes of Aaron Burr make exciting 
incidents. The strained relations between the two political parties 
and the two classes in Virginia at this period are graphically depicted. 
The plot is skilfully panned, political intrigue. woman’s devotion and 
man’s ambition, each playing their part. In Lewis Rand Miss Johnston 
shows a broader and deeper insight into human life, and a closer study 
of emotional and psychological subjects.

While this story is 
ostensibly a tale of New England, and thé political conditions described 
are supposed to be those of New Hampshire, the political conditions 
are really everywhere applicable, as many States have a political boss.

The author shows his intimate 
knowledge of politicians of all classes, and a true sympathy with hu- 
manity. He weaves an interesting and intricate plot and peoples his 
pages with real men and women. The love story is delicate and lightens 
up the tension in politics, making the book attract women as well as 
men. In the title we have again another alliteration of Mr. Churchill’s, 
as all of his works have titles beginning with the letter C. This book 
is full of incident and the 498 pages hold the reader’s entire attention. —
